Chicago—OP)— John E. Malloy, 29, 


former assistant cashier of the Law- 
rence Avenue National bank, was 
uentenced to four years in Leaven- 
worth penitentiary and fined $5,000 
by Federal Judge Fred L. Wham to- 
day, convicted of making false en- 
tries with fraudulent Intent.

bank has been closed since the dis- 
covery of defalcations estimated at 
$60,000. Malloy was acquitted of 
charges of embezzlement and of con- 
spiring to rob the bank on New 
Tear's day.

shortages.. Malloy, in Milwaukee, 
telephoned police to report he had 
been tricked by a gang of bandits 
and forced to admit them to the bank 
and then was kidnaped to Milwau- 
kee.

Sheriff J. J.-Waggoner 
said charges probably would be filed 
today. 


Officers said Price and Schwab 


entered the bank, held up Norwick 
and bound him. He was left lying 
on the floor when the two departed 
after looting the cash drawers. They 
fled in an automobile kept ready by 
Bushey, the officers said. Bushey 
remained in Spooner. 


D. H. Baiting, a customer, enter- 


ed the bank shortly after the rob- 
bery and released Norwick. 
Four 


citizens, Thomas Devine, game war- 
den, Louis Isabelle, Joseph Masang 
and William Hobdt started in pur- 
suit of the robber car. 
They cap- 


tured the two men seven miles from 
town. There was-no shooting.

Sixteen escaped suffocation by a 


dash for freedom after a night of 
terror in a safety chamber where 
life was preserved by a steady steam 
of fresh air from the pumps above. 
Thirty-five more, most of them fire- 
men, were patients at hospitals, all 
reported recovering from the effects 
of burns and lethal gases. 


Seventy-five men were employed 


in or near the tunnel when fire of 
undetermined origin turned it into a 
death trap last night. 


Many ran to safety at the first 


alarm, and it was not believed that 
any of them were still in the tun- 
nel.

Senator Asks What Presi-

"National Emergency" 


Wellington—OP)—Attacking Pres- 


ident Hoover's speech before th 
American Red C.-oss yesterday Sen 
ator LaFollette today demanded to 
know -what tho president was do 
Ing to meet the "national emorgen 
cy" caused by unemployment. " 


The Wisconsin Republican, in a

In re- 
fusing to aid millions of OUT citi- 
zens suffering want and hunger due 
to accuses over which they had no 
control, the federal government vio- 
lated precedents established as ear- 
ly as 1827."

"It was Just like ten years of hell,' 


said Lieut. Leo McCurry from a'cot 
In SL Anthony hospital, rescued- to- 
day-after 1« hours in the under- 
ground inferno. 


"I was ordered by Divisiort Mar- 


shal Patrick Fierce to go into the 
funnel as soon as I arrived on the 
scene of the disaster. I asked for a 
gas mask but Lieut. Pierce and the 
others, hardly realizing the serious- 
ness of the smoke, told me it-was not 
necessary. As coon as I entered the 
tunnel, I saw men running feverish- 
ly about, choking and gasping for 
air. 


"I then decided I needed a "gas 


mask to carry on the rescue work 
but it_was too late. Another fireman 
and I grabbed hold of three laborers 
and we dashed into^ the bulkhead, 
which Is a large boner. 


"Unable to leave, we were forced 


to remain in the bulkhead fcr :6 
hours. 


As it became more and more suffo- 
cating, the five of us ran far to the 
rear of the bulkhead. There, excep.t 
for an occasional whiff of smoke, we 
were fairly comfortable and had 
enough air. Just before 9 a, m., how- 
ever, the air suddenly was shut off 
and we had to dash for our ll^es. The 
dash was a 80-foot stretch right 
through smoke that almost suffocat- 
ed us.

DYNASTY BEGAN IN 1700 


The Bourbon dynasty, dating from 


the reign of Philip V in 1700, was 
restored to the Spanish throne In 
1873 with the ascension of Alphonso 
XII. In the intervening period the 
country had grown restless under 
a succession of monarchies and re- 
publics. 


His first act was a royal decree 


proclaiming Canovas 
del 
Catillo 


prime minister and setting up a 
strong administration which adopt- 
ed a Catholic and 
conservative 


policy. After 13 months of warfare 
against the Carlist .forces, support- 
ers of the former "regime, opposi- 
tion to the government was quailed 
and a short period of peace obtained. 


However, the Cuban insurrection 


broke out anew and the government 
,was forced to dispatch an expedition 
abroad, eventually inflicting peace 
by the sword. Internal troubles, 
meanwhile, beset the ruler and they 
resulted in the Constitution of 1876, 
a compromise between the Constitu- 
tion of 1S-53 and that of the Revolu- 
tion In 1S69. 


Alphonso XII died in ISS5, appar- 


ently leaving no male issue, and 
Queen Cristina became the 
acting 


monarch. Six months later, his 
posthumous son Alphonso XIII was 
born and a regency was established. 
Senor Sagasta became premier. 


King Alphonso XIII assumed the 


throne in 1902 at 16 years of age. 
He married Princess Victoria Eu- 
genie in 1903 and his wedding date 
was marred by an attempt on bis 
life. Early in his reign he showed 
a disposition to think for himself 
and to be a king in fact as well as 
in name. 


Throughout the years of his ten- 


ure King Alfonso was harrassed by 
attempted assassinations and move- 
ments against the crown. Ho ap- 
pointed General Primo de Rivera 
prime minister In 1923 with the pow- 
ers of a dictator but even this did 
not stem the rising tldo of Republi- 
canism. Only recently ho restored 
constitutional privileges and provid- 
ed for a paUiamentary election 
gram.

Che Mig Liu, a-native of Peking, 


China, Is studying for his doctor's 
degree in political science. He ex- 
plained that the old Chinese systems 
are disappearing In favor of a new 
educational system modeled after 
the TJ. S. plan. 


"TVe have a grade school and Jun- 


ior and senior high school system 
very similar to that In this country." 
Mr. Liu said. "There are many col- 
leges and universities in China. 
Peking alone having 73 within the 
city, but most of them are smaller 
than the average U. S. Institution. 
The University of Peking is largest, 
with 3,000 students, while the rest 
average 500 students each." 


Few Graduate Schools 


Few of the Chinese universities 


have graduate 
schools, Mr. Liu 


pointed out. The largest in China 
is located in Peking and has an en- 
rollment of only about SO students. 
The subjects studied are similar to 
the curriculum of American schools, 
including- all the sciences, arts, and 
liberal arts and languages. 


China has assimilated western 


Ideas about athletics and in many 
schools a certain number of years 
ot physical education is required. 
Basketball, football, 
tennis, base- 


ball, swimming and many other 
American sports are popular, \vith 
natives. Because the political situa- 
tion Is so unsettled, Mr. Liu said the 
Chinese student 
is greatly handi- 
^capped, and American students do 
IHi>3ot appreciate the peace and secur-

their books.

Bey Mazloum, extended a cordial In- 
vitation to all American students on 
behalf of the students of Turkey to 
visit his native land and see for 
themselves the Turkish schools and 
meet Turkish students.

FIRE "UNDERWRITERS' REPORT 
' The report of the Nations! Board of 
Fire Underwriters on fire hazards and 
fire fighting equipment in Appleton in- 
dicates that much still must be done 
to approximate an "ideal situation." 
Despte the adverse criticisms of the 
mayor and .the water commission the 
report contains much material worthy 
of serious consideration. 


While an ideal situation with refer- 


ence to fire prevention might be high- 
ly profitable! to fire insurance compan- 
ies, it would not be without considera- 
ble profit to the people enjoying such 
a condition. Losses caused by fire 
cannot always be measured in dollars 
and cents. Insurance may provide the 
finances for rebuilding and starting 
anew, but it never can compensate for 
loss of life, loss of wages and for the 
worry and distress which fires so often 
entail. Fire insurance is excellent so 
far as it goes, but no one would be con-. 
tent to put all his trust in fire insur- 
ance alone. 


It does not seem unreasonable to be-. 


lieve that much greater protection 
might be afforded life and property in 
Appleton by de-centralizing the fire de- 
partment. Whether the locations sug- 
gested in the .report for additional fire 
stations are the best that can be found 
we are not prepared to say, but it does 
seem reasonable that better protection 
would tre afforded if there were two or 
more well equipped fire stations in the 


; 
There is considerable merit to the 


suggestion that the owners of highly 
combustible buildings in business sec- 


; tions, where these buildings present 


a serious fire hazard, be required to 
make such alterations, as will reduce 
this •ha.zard. .No property owner has 
the' right,1 either 'legal or moral, to en- 
danger neighboring properties by his 
own negligence or carelessnessy The 
same logic applies to individuals • or 
institutions dealing in or storing high- • 
ly' combustible- materials. No tenable

The mere fact that Appleton has as 


many fire stations, or as many firemen, 
or the same code as some other cities 
of- equal ;size;:proves nothing except 
that those- cities i'tafe no .better protect- 
ed than Appletdn. In the event Apple- 
ton suffers a serious cpnflagratipn-be- 
cause of inadequacies in fire. preven- 
tion or in fire fighting e'quipment-little 
consolation :will be found in the knowl- 
edge that Appleton's equipment was 
as good as .some of the other cities',. 


The intelligent -actjon under- the cir- • 


cumstahces is to. take ..the report ser- 
iously and endeavor in so far .as it is 
possible, to .carry out its recommenda- 
tions. While it may be;, economically 
impossible to attain the ideal 'situation 
the report represents, this does not pre- 
vent the dty, from striving toward -it. 


Instead of condemning either the re- 


port or the board which made^it, it 
would be wiser -Jo accept it in a co- 
operative spirit and try, so far as the 
city is able, to maintain a standard of 
fire fighting equipment and fire pre- 
vention that will be a real protection 
to the lives and properties of Apple- 
ton residents.

People do not readily part 
with an institution they have known 
all their lives. They may become an- 
gry at it and sometimes punish it, but 
to throw it into the'sea is usually an- 
other question. 


A monarch who wishes to perpetu- • 


ate his dynasty is wise to embrace'de- 
mocracy and rid himself of all habili- 
ments of power, for the 
hereditary 


right to rule has petered out. 


If kings in fact ruled by divine right 


as they .so loudly proclaim in order to- 
cower the multitude, surely the di- 
vinity that ordered such a rule would 
give them that wisdom most noticeable 
by its absence. "The right divine' of" 
Icings to govern wrong", as Pope', ex- 
pressed it, is in ^keeping with the 'ex- 
periences of nations .through centuries.

| Huge Totals of Stocks and 


Bonds Released on 


- Market

It la quite possible that at some of 
the spring meetings of the governors 
of the Investment Bankers associa- 
tion the question of a better regula- 
tion of the flow of new securities 
will be discussed and efforts made 
to correct market conditions, follow- 
ing the emission of huge totals of 
.tocfcs zr.3 bends trithfn a ewsrara- 
tlvely short period of time. 
The situation is again rather acute 


following the large volume of new 
securities in March and the Intro- 
duction into the market last week 
of nearly $300,000,000 par value of 
/bonds, or the greatest amount for 
any single week since 1927. 


The decline in the prices of the 


Pennsylvania railroad and New York 
Central bond issues below the ini- 
tial offering figures of a month ago 
and the poor distribution known to 
have taken place in other corpora- 
atlon Issues brought out this month, 
has been due not only to" the volume 
of these offerings but to the poor 
timing of them, and to a certain ex- 
tent, to the price disturbance in all 
grades of securities. 


Little Regulation Seen 


Last week's offerings of nearly 


$300,000,000 of corporation bonds had 
to compete with an equal amount of 
U. S. treasury bills which were gen- 
erously subscribed to by banks and 
concerns that normally would be 
substantial buyers of long term ob- 
ligations-. There has apparently been 
very little regulation of the supply 
of corporation bonds with respect to 
the simultaneous offerings of un- 
usually large sums of "government 
and municipal paper. 
;A feature of the corporation of- 


ferings so far this year has been 
the size of the individual issues. 
This has been a factor in delaying 
distribution and in softening prices 
so that popular bonds have frequent- 
ly* been available from } to li points 
.beltjw the advertised price within 
njvfenty-four hours of the announce- 
ment of sale. Out of 18 seperate is- 
sues brought out this year, ten were 
for' amounts ranging from $50,000,- 
000 to $100,000,000 and eight 
for 


sums between $25,000,000 and $50.- 
000,000. 
Within a 
comparatively 


short time the market lias had a 
$100,000,000 issue by New York City, 
another $100,000,000 by the Penn- 
sylvania Power and Light company, 
a $75,000,000 sale, by the Pennsylvan- 
ia' railroad and one of $66,000,000 by 
the port of New York authority. 


In three months there have been 


half a dozen offerings amounting to 
$50,000,000 each and two of $40,000,- 
000. 


Many "Gone Sour" 


The difficulty "of great size is 
similar to that experienced by a 
recent syndicate which found It was 
necessary, for dealers In the group 
to. persuade'clients to sell other is- 
ues in order to raise the funds suf- 
ficient to 
subscribe to the new 


bonds._ _ in other words. It has been 
hard to find, outside of the savings 
banks and life insurance companies, 
sufficient new capital to take -up 
the full amount of these large units 
of new bonds. Consequently, some 
of tliem have, In the vernacular of 
"Wall 'Street, "gone sour" and lower 
prices, than those now bid for syndi- 
cate "account are anticipated, when 
free markets are established. 


Attempts have been made at dif- 


ferent times to regulate the output 
of bonds to the current conditions 
of the market and its ability to ab- 
sorb those offerings submitted to It. 
The success of such efforts have 
not been satisfactory to those who 
have attempted it. This' is due to 
the extreme competition among in- 
vestment bankers for new business; 
also to differences of opinion as to 
the actual situation in the market, 
•uch- as whether it is really con- 
gested or can accommodate addi- 
tional supplies. It'is recognized that 
until aome agency with the proper 
authority Is able to obtain from is- 
suing houses and dealers in securi- 
ties their actual position from week 
to week or month to month with 
respect to unsold bonds, that little 
progress In the way of regulation 
similar to that in effect during the 
war, can be expected. Some such 
plans as this is now being advocat- 
ed. It is expected that it may be 
presented in official form before the 
end of this year.

Yes, 
that would make all this 


trouble. It would make all sorts 
of trouble for certain children who 
are in dread and fear if the teacher 
frowns. Fear is 
poison to the 


growth of the sensitive child. 
It 


is a check on the growth of any 
child. It is likely to warp his 
thought and dwarf his body. 


Then why did the teacher make 


this child afraid? She did not do 
so purposely, you can be assured. 
But a class is made up of all sorts 
of children. Some of them shy and 
sensitive, some of them 
healthy, 


husky little creatures 
without a 


nerve in their bodies to all intents 
and purposes of the classroom. Some 
of them are children of dull men- 
tality, poor behavior traits, and de- 
ficient school work. These will dis- 
rupt the work of the class unless 
the teacher suppresses them. This 
she does by preserving a stern de- 
meanor, a hard voice, an eagle .eye, 
Fear holds the unruly ones in check 
and they must be held down it the 
teacher is to live in the room, and 
get any work done. 


The atttitude the teacher takes, to 


hold the hard members of the class 
strikes fear into the souls ,of -the 
gentle and sensitive children.1 They 
suffer accordingly and soon haVe to 
be withdrawn. The teacher is -not 
to blame when this condition exists. 
She cannot change her manner and 
mood with the need of each child 
when she has a class of forty, fifty, 
sixty and this happens oftener than 
you would like to believe. 


What then shall we do? Sort the 


children into groups that are easlen 
to handle because their tastes.and 
abilities are more nearly alike. Give 
the hard members of society the 
course of study they need-and they 
will be far less troublesome. Give 
the rapidly advancing children a 
chance to work along their own line

Iowa City, la, — UP)— Bight hun- 


dred million meteors a day striking 
earth's atmosphere Is the latest 
estimate. 


It Is given In a report to the Am- 


erican Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science by Prof. Charles C. 
Wylle of the University of Iowa. 


These 
Include the 
meteors too 


small to be observed without tele- 
scopes. The "naked eye" meteors 
Prof. Wylle estimates at about 24,- 
000,000 daily, very close to the figure 
given by Sir Isaac Newton. 


About 300 meteors a year get 


through the atmosphere and actual- 
ly hit the United States, according 
to Wylie's estimates, based on fig- 
ures that probably one meteor a 
year strikes for each 10,000 square 
miles.

The design plan in relation to 


borne grounds development was the 
keynote of the third of a, series of 
•Is lectures on landscape gardening 
glYtn by Dr. Fran* Aust of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin horticulture 
department in Appleton -vocational 
school auditorium Monday evening. 
The class is now composed of ap- 
proximately 140 people from Apple- 
ton. Green Bay. Neenah and other 
neighboring cities. 
Dr. Aust defined design aa "order 


in human feeling and thought and 
in the many and varied activities by 
which that feeling and thought are 
expressed." 
Unity, harmony and 
proportion 


all play a part in the order of hu- 
man feeling, while congrulty, 
thought 
activity, stimulation 
of 


curiosity and fitness fall in order of 
human thought, he- stated. 


He illustrated these points with 


steropticon elides, by which he 
traced the proper landscape design. 
He pointed to violations of unity, 
harmony and proportion in various 
pictures as they were thrown on the 
screen. 


Two types of planting were out- 


lined, the formal and informal. Dr. 
Aust stated that the formal type is 
characterized by definiteness of out- 
line, regular forms regularly placed, 
lack of stimulant to imagination, 
points of Interest well marked and 
statuary and architectural features 
prominent. 


Informal Planting 


The informal type of planting is 


characterized by irregularity of out- 
line and forms, points of Interest 
implied but not definitely marked, 
outlines and characters so arranged 
that they stimulate the imagination, 
and mass interest primary and line 
Interest secondary. 


He pointed out that the utilitarian 


features in the design plan include 
grounds, drives, terraces and walls. 
The determining factors of approach 
from each of these features Includes 
•views of the house, location of ent- 
rance, and direction of traffic, he 
declared. 


Service driveways and sidewalks 


are Important factors In the design 
plan, he stated. Walks serve.as di- 
recting lines of design and must be 
properly placed. 


A proper foreground or back- 


ground can easily be created on the 
home property by systematic plant- 
ing of shrubbery and trees, he said. 


He concluded the lecture by il- 


lustrating methods 
employed In 


making the design plans. He ex- 
plained methods of laying out the 
design and planting plans on paper.

States9 Legislatures Pass 
More Than 14,000 New Laws 


BY MORRIS C. WATSON 


New York —(fP)— American leg- 


islators felt "there ought to be a 
law" some 50,000 times this year and 
translated that feeling into more 
than 14,000 new statutes. 


The number adds to the various- 


ly estimated 2,000,000 to 10,000,000 
laws which have been enacted since 
the United States came into being. 


The national congress accounted 


for 1,524 of this year's crop of laws, 
while legislators of 43 states to date 
have passed more than 12,000 out of 
48,403 bills introduced. The number 
n.ay be swelled as some legislative 
sessions still are in progress. 


North Carolina, just finishing the 


longest legislative session of Its his- 
tory, is expected to write 825 new 
laws into its books. 


Since North Carolinians need to 


heed only the laws of their own 
state and those of the federal gov- 


ernment they will have but 2,349 new 
guide posts for their conduct. 


Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi 


and Virginia held no legislative ses- 
sions this year. Florida has Just 
commenced Its biennial lawroaking 
and forecasting of the output Isn't 
being done. 


The remainder of the states have 


either just adjourned their legisla- 
tive sessions or expect to do so with- 
in a few days. 


Many of the laws are relatively 


unimportant to the 
citizenry at 


large. Maryland, for instance, must 
pass a law to raise the pay of a 
dog-catcher. The free state approv- 
ed 400 new acts out of 954 proposed. 


New York solons poured the great- 


est number of bills into their law- 
making progress—1,263 In all—and 
approved nearly 1,200. 


California has 2,S50 
bills under 


consideration, 106 so far approved. 
Minnesota, considering 2,600, Is ex- 
pected to adopt around 400. Illinois 


expects a higher ratio, or BOO new 
laws out of 1,300 bills introduced. 
Wisconsin 
anticipates the

number out of 1,500 proposed. Penn- 
sylvania has 2,153 proposed, 63 so 
far adopted. 


Maine adopted 560 out of a pro-

Led by Division Fire Marshal Pat. 


rick Pierce, the survivors crawled 
unaided to the surface through the 
shaft that had been an avenue to 
death for the 10 firemen and tunnel 
workers trapped in lethal gas and 
unbearable heat. 


They had saved their lives through 


12 hours' imprisonment by sealing 
themselves in safety air chambers at 
one end of the new sewage dispos- 
al tunnel. 


Heat that melted the rubber suit 


of a diver and fumes that choked 
|. and blinded the daring rescue squads 


had forestalled thorough search of 
the bora until a new smoke-ejecting 
device rushed here from Kenosha, 
Wis., was applied to the air shaft. 


• '.Its double-barreled pipes sucked 
the smoke from the chamber 60 feet 
underground and forced Compressed 
air down, Clearing a path to safety 
for the entombed men. Once on the 
surface, they were rushed to St. An- 
thony hospital where 28 other fire- 
men already were patients, suffer- 
ing from injuries and the effects of 
.gas. 


The smoke ejector, is the invention 


of'Peter T. Pirsch, a Kenosha con- 


•• tractor who hastened to complete his 


first model at 3 o'clock A. M. today 
and sped here with his son to give 
'the machine its baptismal test. Bll- 
'' lows of smoke poured frcm the tun- 
nel-mouth as its pumps began func- 
tioning and fresh, cool air was driv- 
en into the flaming tube. 


One Fireman Missing 


One fireman, James O'Neill, was 
still missing. Fire Marshal Corrigan 
said. 
' It was a dramatic moment as the 
first little group of workmen rose 
'to the street. 
- "Firemen were pumping 
away, 


watching the shaft opening tensely, 
"ready to attack any flames that 
reached the surface and threatened 
'the sheds at the. mouth. Suddenly 
thd-elevator bell rang. The cage ran 
up and the grimy faces of the first 


• handful appeared. 
: A tremendous shout went up, and 
firemen and rescuers surged to the 


" entrance of the pit. Again the cage 


dropped, brought up another gang, 
then a third time to hoist the last 
load. 


John Turgen, one of the tunnel 


" workers, told of the horrible night 


In the underground prison^ They had 
fought' refuge in the eastern air 


" -chamber wfien the fire drove them 


back 'from 
the shaft last 
night. 


There in the little 22 feet square 
room they spent the night, some 
praying, singing at times, some even 


' sleeping despite the stress. 


_ ' "Through"the long hours of waiting

~~ "for rescue they had been supplied 


constantly with fresh air pumped 
^down from the 
surface, and 
the 


v smoke that had seeped in at first 
• was forced out. But toward 9 o'clock 
ithls morning the air supply failed, 
and the prisoners knew they must 
make a break for the shaft or die of 
suffocation behind the bulkhead.

Making Teady, 
holding their 


breaths as long as they could, they 
pushed open the door and dashed for 
the shaft, now clearing ot gas. They 
rang for the elevator cage and shot 


• up to daylight and safety. 


These survivors were certain all 


•.In their bulkhead had escaped and 
that none had taken refuge in the 
western safety chamber.

parks, etc. She also foresaw the in- 
evitable result of some of these im- 
provements in sections where the 
adjacent property could not pay the 
cost. 


The result has been a. careful allo- 


cation of oil revenue funds, with 
some assistance ,to departmental 
work. Long Beach has grown from 
55,698 in 1920 to 142,032 in 1930. The 
Oil fund from 1922 to July 1, 1930, 
received $9,013,503.18.
